Give them a homemade 
door wreath that will remind 


them of you through the sea-'! 


son and that can be filled 
with candy or a guest book 
for the holiday guests. One of 
the nicest things about this 
wreath is that the ornaments 
can be removed from the 
greens and saved for another 
year. 

Choose carefully the shape 
of your wreath. It can be oval 
or in the shape of a cross or 
like an old fashion spray. 
| Make your foundation out of 
old newspaper rolled to about 

‘two inches thickness and ta- 
ped or wired together. Don't 
| roll the paper too.tight so as 
| to allow room for wire to be 

ked inside. These should 

made ahead of time and 
stored away. 

Then choose your accessor- 
ies. You will need a large bow 
with the tails about 2 feet 
long, (about 4% the length of 
your wreath.) 

Next you will want 
cones. These should vary in 
sizes, smal! ones for the cross 


and circle wreath, larger 
ones for the spray. The cones 
are exceptionally pretty if 


they are painted white and 
touched with glitter on the 
tips. 

To go with the cones an ar- 


rangment of balls in 3's 
adds color and sparkle to 
your gift. Usually you limit 


the color to a single hue so 
;that the finished wreath is 
only three or four colors com- 
pleted. Suggested color com- 
binations are; green, white, 
gold; blue white, green, sil- 
ver; pink or red, white, sil- 
| ver, green; green, white, and 
silver. The green is the back- 
ground of pine boughs, the 
silver is usually in the ribbon 
{and the glitter and the other 
colors are in the balls. Often 
times you will attach a con- 
tainer for candy or tie a 
book on for holilay guests to 


sign. Maybe you will want to! “Eddie” 


attach outdoor lights to it so 
it can be seen from the 
street.

The folks back home should 
wrap the cookies and candy 
individually in foil paper 
pack them well, preferably 
in tins, and g@nd them by air 
mail.

They 
ask that the papers come by 
air mail, so as to reach 
them while the news is still 
“Tew.” 


Mailing Advice 

The Post Office and De- 
fente Departments advise 
that Christmas gifts be maii- 
ed early. Parcels going by 
surface mail —-ship— should 
be posted before Nov. 20. 
Gifts going by air should be 
matled before Dec. 10. The 
farther a package has to tra- 
vel, the eariier it should be 
mailed to asstre = arrival 
overseas before Christmas. 


The servicemen and wom- 
en urge persons in the States 
to send letters and Christ- 
mas cards, too, by air mail 
because surface mail may 
take as long as 40 days to 
reach the faraway places. 


Those overseas say that 
they would like to have cash 
form 
of money orders, American 
currency is often difficult to 
exchange and checks are 
sometimes impossible to

cash. 


The best gifts that can be 
sent are those that can’t be 
bought overseas. They have 
another request of their fam- 
ilies and friends: “Write 
Often.’’ A letter every week 
during the year is better than 
any single Christmas gift.
